Senior  Class  History 

September  10,  1925,  a  call  was  issued  for  recruits  to  train  for  the  first  Crusade,  to 
conquer  High  School.  A  large  number  responded  to  the  call  and  Regiment  '29  was 
organized.  The  following  officers  were  elected :  Carlos  Pennington,  Colonel;  John 
Whitley,  Lieutenant-Colonel ;  and  Helen  Fowler,  Regimental  Sergeant  Major.  The 
Generals,  Miss  Webster,  Miss  Holton  and  Mr.  McBane,  saw  that  the  training  of  the 
"raw"  Recruits  was  properly  carried  on.  The  Recruits  were  trained  in  knowledge  and 
athletics.  In  the  struggle  with  Latin.  Science,  Algebra,  Civics,  and  English  many  were 
victorious;  others,  unable  to  stand  the  strain,  left  the  training  field.  At  the  end  of  nine 
months  drilling  the  Recruits  were  given  a  furlough  of  three  months. 

Nearly  all  the  recruits  returned  after  their  furlough  and  started  their  second  Cru- 
sade. They  were  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Private.  Miss  McQuarie,  Miss  Carroll,  and 
Miss  Shepard  were  the  Generals  this  year.  The  officers  elected  by  the  Privates  were: 
John  Whitley,  Colonel ;  Frank  Holt,  Lieutenant-Colonel ;  Harold  Trollinger,  Major. 
Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  these  officers  and  the  guidance  of  their  able  Generals, 
the  Privates  were  able  to  accomplish  much.  They  took  an  active  part  in  athletics,  some 
winning  varsity  letters.  They  ran  a  close  race  in  the  Inter-Class  Athletic  Contest. 
After  the  second  nine  months  training  in  scholarship,  club  work,  and  athletics  the 
Privates  were  again  granted  a  furlough  of  three  months. 

At  the  opening  of  school  September  4,  1927,  the  Privates  returned  and  were  given 
the  rating  of  Corporal.  This  time  the  Regiment  determined  to  accomplish  more  than 
ever.  The  Generals  were  Miss  Shepard,  Miss  Kernodle,  and  Mr.  Rhodes.  Under  its 
efficient  officers.  Allen  Mebane,  Carlos  Pennington,  Edwina  Laws,  and  Sam  Warlick, 
the  Regiment  progressed  rapidly  in  athletics,  scholarship,  and  club  work.  To  raise 
money  for  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  the  Corporals  gave  the  Junior  Party  on  Hal- 
lowe'en Night.  On  this  occasion  the  hardships  of  educational  discipline  were  forgotten; 
an  evening  of  fun  and  merriment  was  enjoyed  by  the  Army  of  B.  H.  S. ;  and  the  neces- 
sary funds  for  the  coming  banquet  were  secured. 

An  outstanding  achievement  of  Regiment  '29  was  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet  held 
at  Fisher  Street  School.     The  Corporals  entertained  their  superiors  royally. 

Many  members  of  the  Regiment  participated  in  athletics.  Some  received  varsity 
letters,  while  others  made  varsity  squads.  By  the  skill  and  cooperation  of  the  entire 
Regiment  in  the  Battle  of  Athletics  the  Corporals  succeeded  in  winning  the  coveted 
Inter-Class  Cup. 

In  June  the  Corporals  ended  a  successful  year.  Now  that  they  were  well  trained 
they  hoped  the  furlough  would  soon  end  for  they  were  anxious  to  make  their  fourth 
Crusade. 

September  4,  1928,  the  surviving  Corporals  entered  High  School  for  their  last  time. 
They  were  now  non-commissioned  officers  with  the  rating"  of  Sergeant.  As  Miss  Mor- 
row was  unable  ti>  instruct  the  Sergeants,  Miss  Walters  and  Mr.  Leonard  were  the 
Generals.  They  were  not  as  many  Sergeants  as  there  had  been  recruits.  Some  had 
dropped  out  because  they  could  not  endure  the  hardships,  while  a  few  preferred  other 
training  and  enlisted  for  service  on  the  Sea  of  Matrimony.  The  remaining  undaunted 
Sergeants  eagerly  looked  forward  to  victory  in  many  fields.  Under  the  command  of  its 
able  officers,  Allen  Mebane,  Elizabeth  Sellars,  Edwina  Laws,  and  Franklin  Overman, 
the  Regiment  proposed  and  carried  out  many  projects. 

It  undertook  the  difficult  problem  of  publishing  a  year  book  called  "Doe-Wah-Jack." 
This  book  was  dedicated  to  Miss  Morrow  for  her  faithful  services  to  Regiment  '29  in 
former  Crusades  and  for  her  untiring  service  and  loyalty  to  the  Army  of  B.  H.  S. 

The  Inter-Class  Cup  is  now  in  possession  of  the  Sergeants  and  they  are  looking  for- 
ward to  winning  the  Battle  of  Athletes  the  second  time,  thereby  keeping  the  trophy. 
Manv  Sergeants  have  won  varsity  letters. 

The  Regiment  also  selected  and  successfully  presented  a  play  called  "Green  Stock- 
ings." The  Sergeants  wrere  greatly  honored  and  graciously  entertained  at  an  elaborate 
banquet  given  them  by  the  Juniors. 

The  success  of  Regiment  '29  in  the  four  Crusades  to  conquer  High  School  has  been 
due  largely  to  the  fact  that  its  members  have  tried  to  live  up  to  their  motto.  "We're 
not  on  top.  but  climbing."  After  victory  over  Hieh  School  they  are  looking  forward 
to  winning  even  greater  victories  on  the  larger  field  of  Life.

On  September  8,  1926,  one  hundred  and  twelve  passengers,  hoping  to 
reach  the  Harbor  of  Knowledge,  sailed  from  the  Port  of  Ignorance  on  a  four 
years  journey  across  the  Ocean  of  High  School.  With  our  banners  of  green 
and  white  and  our  motto,  "Aim  High,  but  Reach  Higher."  we  made  good 
headway.  The  conductors  of  the  trip  were  Miss  Webster,  Miss  Glasson,  and 
Mr.  Osborne.  We  selected  as  Captain,  Charles  Holt;  and  as  his  crew,  Doro- 
thy Sellars,  Fletcher  Moore,  and  Ethel  Quails.  While  on  the  first  part  of  our 
journey  some  of  our  members  were  swept  overboard  by  the  waves  of  Latin, 
Algebra,  and  Science.  During  this  time,  too,  we  were  saddened  by  the  death 
of  one  of  our  beloved  passengers,  John  Hinsdale.  Before  starting  on  the 
second  phase  of  our  voyage  we  anchored  for  three  months  in  order  to  rest. 

On  September  7,  1927,  we  resumed  our  journey  guided  by  Misses  Scar- 
borough and  Carroll.  This  time  we  elected  Thomas  Whitley  as  Captain,  and 
Brinson  Rouse,  Edna  Bryan,  and  Margaret  Boland  as  his  assistants.  Sailing 
proved  to  be  difficult  and  in  spite  of  numerous  Detention  Room  slips  the 
waves  of  Biology,  Latin,  and  Algebra  caused  some  of  our  passengers  to  be 
left  behind.  In  June  we  reached  port  for  another  three  months  vacation  be- 
fore starting  on  the  third  part  of  our  voyage,  and  it  was  during  this  anchorage 
that  we  were  deeply  grieved  by  the  death  ol   Alvin  Cable. 

(lit  September  6,  1928,  we  set  sail  again  with  Miss  Kernodle  and  Mr. 
Rhodes  for  our  navigators.  We  elected  Thomas  Whitley  again  as  our  Cap- 
tain, and  Margaret  Boland,  Ethel  Quails,  and  Betsey  Brown  Murray,  bis 
helpers.  French  and  Geometry  made  the  journey  rough  and  hazardous,  but, 
being  more  accustomed  to  such  disasters,  due  to  our  long  experience  on  the 
Ocean  of  High  School,  we  thought  less  of  our  perils  and  more  of  amusement. 

It  was  during  this  period  of  our  journey  that  we  gave  two  charming  enter- 
tainments ;  our  Hallowe'en  Party  and  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet.  At  our 
Hallowe'en  Party  we  presented  two  plays,  "Red  Carnations"  and  "Who  Was 
Scared,"  which  were  pronounced  a  great  success.  In  April  we  gave  a  delight- 
ful banquet  at  Maple  Avenue  School  in  honor  of  the  Seniors.  Thomas  Whit- 
ley, our  distinguished  toastmaster  on  this  occasion,  directed  us  through  an 
enjoyable  evening  just  before  we  again  came  into  port,  our  last  rest  before 
setting  out  on  the  final  and  most  interesting  part  of  our  voyage  across  the 
Ocean  of  I  ligb  School.

On  the  seventh  day  of  September,  1927  A.D.,  our  Ship  of  Hope,  with  a 
crew  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  passengers  left  the  Harbor  of  Ignorance 
for  the  Harbor  of  Knowledge.  It  sailed  under  our  banner  of  red  and  white 
with  our  motto,  "Serve  Rather  Than  Be  Served."  Wilson  Cheek,  president; 
Dorothy  Jones,  vice-president ;  Ruth  Gross,  secretary ;  and  James  Durham, 
treasurer,  were  the  ship  officers.  The  guides  and  navigators  taken  along  were 
Miss  Lucy  Glasson,  Miss  Annie  Webster,  Mr.  J.  V.  Dabbs,  and  Mr.  Lowell 
Osborne. 

On  the  fifth  of  September,  1928  A.D.,  the  Ship  of  Hope  resumed  its 
journey  from  the  Harbor  of  Delight  across  the  Sea  of  Ignorance.  Many  of 
the  crew  over-stayed  leave,  others  joined  the  crew  of  other  ships  sailing  to- 
ward the  same  goal,  and  a  few  from  other  ships  joined  our  crew,  so  that 
when  a  count  was  made  the  passengers  were  found  to  consist  of  one  hundred 
thirty-four. 

This  year  the  ship's  officers  are  Vester  Small  as  president,  Robert  Self 
as  vice-president,  Mary  Barbara  Moser  as  secretary,  and  Eula  Henry  Love 
as  treasurer.

A  large  loving-  cup  was  donated  to  the  school  in  1927  by  the  Kiwanls  Club  of  Bur- 
lington.    In  1927  it  was  won  by  the  Class  of  '27;  in  1928  it  was  won  by  the  Class  of  '29. 

Each  year  the  cup  is  presented  to  the  class  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  points 
for  the  following  athletics:  basketball  for  boys  and  giris ;  track  and  field  events  for 
boys;  hockey  for  girls,  captainball  for  girls;  tennis  doubles  and  singles  for  hoys  and 
girls;  league  and  indoor  baseball  for  hoys;  volleyball  for  boys;  physical  ability  tests 
for  boys  and  girls. 

Each  respective  sport  carries  a  total  score  of  seventy  points.  For  first  place,  twenty- 
five  points  are  awarded;  for  second  place,  twenty  points;  for  third  place,  fifteen  points; 
and  for  fourth  place,  ten  points.  The  highest  grand  total  of  points  at  the  end  of  each 
year  determines  which  class  will  be  entitled  to  keep  the  cup  for  the  following  year  and 
put  its  numerals  on  it.     The  cup  will  remain  permanently  in  the  school.
